The follow ing incident, related by a dis- 


tinguished chemist, may bo interesting, 
as showing how systematically this bitbi- 
ne: s ot adiilti ration id earned on. Tho 
gentleman mentioned was recently con- 
iultod by a linn of oil dealers, who wo.ro 
naturally anxious to learn how it was that 
their competitor was always ablo to under- 
sell than, in face of tho fact that tho 
chemist n f t heir factory could not discover 
any adulteration in their rival's product. 
On analysis, no foreign substance ap- 
peared, and tho consulting chemist was 
forced to confess himself nonplused. In 
tho course of conversation he happened to 
mention, quite incidentally, that tho only 
impurity he had been able to find was u 
trace of'petruleum oil, which ho had con- 
sidered accidental Tho oil dealer inquired 
the amount uf this nil present, and on 
findine; that it was about 2J per cent., im- 
mediately said that the problem was 
solved. 'Two and a half percent., ho ex 
plained made- in a barrel of forty gallons 
a difference of one gallon, and, by extract- 
ing this quantity uf an oil worth fifty 
cents, mid substituting a gallon of an in- 
ferior kind worth, say, ten cents, his rival 
had bec-i .-i,allied to draw away almost all 
his trade

People l.ave Ix'iomo ao accustomed to 


finding the dismssiun of tho subject of 
adulteration lontined to articles of food 
and drink that they are apt to consider 
that this is the only part of it of any im- 
portance. Physicians, however, can tell 
a different story. For instance, they aro 
frequently consulted for disorders which 
can bo directly traced to cheaply dyed 
articles of dress, and many of tho most 
obstinate casi s of skin disease are duo to 
poisonous coloring matters. 


Before the art of dyeing had progressed 


much most uf they dyeing colors in tiso 
Tveropiepared from simple vegetable ex- 
tract) 
Sunn, however, tho demand was 


greater than the supply, and the. chemist 
was called upon for substitutes. Step by 
step he followed nature back to her labor- 
atory, and finally was able to announce 
that"ho could produce at will in unlim- 
ited quantities u dye stuff which could 
not bo distinguished" by any test, either 
chemical or physical, from tho natural 
product. 
The substance which ho hat 


riado wa? alizarine, the coloring matter 
of madder, and tho article from »rhich ho 
made it was common coal tar. This dis 
covery worked a revolution in the iudus 
trial world 
Tho path, unco it had been 


pointed out, was easy to follow, and ir 
quick succession came tho announcement' 
of new color-, niado from this same wash 
product—i-..al tar—until at the present 
day any color or tint call be snppliei 
from it"

dyes ho rude, but how clieaph.

process of manufacture is a long one, am 
great ca.ro ii required at every stjp tc

An incomplete- removal of these chemicals 
means less labor and less expense, hcnco

'Unfortunately, however, 


those impurities thus left in the dye aro 
In most instances highly irritating to tho 
Ekin. and when an article dyed with such 
(ubstancea i.s worn it is very liable to 
causo trouble, especially if the skin is 
chafed or scratched.—Boston Herald.
